Indian summer failed to matertalize ‘in 
the vicinity of St. Louis this year. Local 
Weather Observer Frankenfield says that 
Indian gummer is a legendary kind of a 
thing and he admits he does not know ail 
about it. 

“Along in the early part of November, 
after the coll season is supposed to have 
set in,”’ said the observer, ‘‘we nearly al- 
ways have a week ortwoof peculiar weath- 
er. There is'no rain. The air is balmy and 
unaccountably warm. There is a haze in 
the atmosphere that I do not know how Is 
produced. This weather is called ‘Indian 
summer’ by popular consent. It is beautiful 
weather, but is not recognized by the 
weather bureau. 

“It is too late for any Indian summer this 
year, Besides there is a cold spell coming. 
Saturday will be warm and pleasant and it 
may be warm Sunday morning. But by 
Sunday night overcoats will be in demand 
and blankets and big fires will be comfor- 
table, 

“Up in South Dakota there is a low bar- 
ometric area. It is passing eastward and 
will go over Minnesota and the Lake re- 
gion. This will be followed by cold weather, 


which will extend as far south as St. Louis. 

“The temperature will be close around the 
70 degree mark ey but. by Monday 
there will be a drop of 35 or 40 degrees. 

“Up in Havre, Mont., the weather has 
been cutting queer capers lately. Thursday 
the temperature was down to 12 degrees 
above zero, Friday it jumped up to 60. This 
morning the mercury receded until it reg- 
istered 14 degrees. The observations were 
taken at 7 o'clock, central time, which is 
equivalent to 5 o’clock there, or nearly two 
hours before daybreak. Sixty degrees there ; 
at this season of the year is remarkable.” 


ALOUS LOVER 
SHOT TO KILL

The Notorious Susie Butler 
Mortally Wounded.

Susie Butler, colored,, 23 years old, was 
shot and mortally wounded by her lover, 
John Oates, at 10:30 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing at their home in the rear of 610 Morgan 
street. The shooting was the result of jeal- 
ousy. 

Oates is a riverman, 27 years old. He 
was employed as a roustabout on the 
steamer Bluff City when it burned at 
Chester, Tll., a few days ago.

in St. Louis Thursday evening. He has 
been living with the Butler woman about 
@ year. 

Friday night the woman did not go home. 
She returned about 10 o'clock Saturday 
morning and found Oates waiting for her. 
He was in an ugly mood and accused her 
of being unfaithful to him. She replied 
fiippantly, which did not tend to lessen her 
lover’s {ll-humor. 

During the quarrel that followed . the 
woman threatened to leave Oates forever. 
The words had scarcely passed her lips 
when Oates drew a revolver and with an 
oath declared that if she was going to 
leave him she should never take up with 
another man. 

At the sight of the pistol the woman 
screamed and attempted to run out of the 
house. Oates barred the way and leveling 
his pistol at her fired. With a scream the 
woman fell to the floor. 

Policemen Sloan and Bunting heard the 
shot and hastened to the scene. Oates was 
standing near his victim with the pistol 
still in his hand. He was arrested and the 
wounded woman was sent to the Dispen- 
sary. 

Dr. Thompson found that the bullet had 
struck her {n the center of the abdomen 
and had pierced the intestines. In his opin- 
ion her death Is only the question of a few 
hours. After preliminary treatment she 
was removed to the City Hospital.

From the hour of achieving their own independence the people of the 
United States have regarded with sympathy the struggles of other American 
peoples to free themselves from European domination. We watch with deep 
and abiding interest the heroic battle of the Cuban patriots against cruelty 
and oppression, and cur best hopes go out for the full success of their de- 
termined contest for liberty. 

The Government of Spain, having lost control of Cuba, and being unable 
to protect the property or lives of resident American citizens, or to comply 
with its treaty obligations, we believe that the Government of the United 
States should actively use its influence and good offices to restore peace and 
sive ee DENCE to the island.—(National Republican platform of 
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Specious Arguments of the President Intended to Ward Off any 
Action by Congress Looking to Freedom for 
the Struggling People.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 20.—The policy of the President rewarding Cuba 


‘is out. From what is called an official source an outline is given of the position he 


will take in that part of his forthcoming message devoted to the war on the island. 
This statement, after some flubdub about the pressure brought to bear on Spain by 
McKinley and the concessions wrung from her for the benefit of the Cubans, goes 
on to say that the President will ask Congress to leave the matter in his hands until 
Spain has had time to carry out her promises. 

It is recited that when McKinley “began his administration the Island of Cuba 
was in a desperate condition. He will show that there are no Americans in jail, 
no onerous restrictions on the sugar and tobacco trade, that Weyler has been re- 
called in disgrace, and that reconcentrados are given permission to leave the towns 
to find food in the country. He will admit that Cuba has been devastated in the 
past, but will express the opinion that the reforms aiready accomplished, together 
with the promised home rule, are sufficient to justify further delay pending a dem- 
onstration of the results in Cuba.” 

Supposing this to be an inspired statement, and that it correctly represents the 
President’s intentions, it is self-evident that he has deliberately decided to violate the 
platform upon whch he was elected, This platform did not ask for reforms in Cuba 
or for autonomy for the island. It expressed sympathy for the struggling people 
and declared that the good offices of the United States should he exercised in an 
effort to “give independence to the island.” 

It will remain to be seen if the President can override not only the well-known 
and often expressed sentiment of the people of the United States, but the Senate 
and House of Representatives in Congress assembled. Regarding the attitude of 
the Senate there can be no doubt. There is no reason to suppose that the opinion 
of that body has changed since by an overwhelming majority it adopted the 
belligerency resolution of last session. As to the House, that body is Republican. 
A large number of its members were elected on the same platform with McKinley. 
They are committed by this powerful instruction of their party to Cuban inde- 
pendence. The specious arguments set forth by the President are intended to over- 
come their scruples and postpone if not defeat any action in the interest of the 
unfortunate people of Cuba. The proposed course of the President is peculiar 
and is hard to understand by the plain people, who have been educated to be- 
lieve that platforms are definite promises on which votes are based and which 
are expected to be carried out by the recipients of those votes. 

Mr. Cleveland in a message to Congress dwelt on the fact that Cuba had not 
made sufficient progress to entitle her to recognition as a nation, Since then the 
Cubans have done well. Signal victories have been won against great odds. Some 
idea of the fight they are making can be derived from Gen, Blanco’s report to his 
Government, according to which, “the losses to the Spanish army in Cuba amount 

to 103,000 men from the beginning of the war, 40,000 of them being now sick 
in the Spanish hospitals. Of the 192,000 regular troops received by Gen. Weyler, 
only 89,000 men fit for duty remain ”

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RIVER POSSIBILITIES. 


Accepting the proposition to establish 
a new barge line as evidence that St. 
Louis has awakened to her opportunities 
to control the grain and meat trade of 
the Central West, the Des Moines Reg- 
{ster administers a timely and vigorous 
rebuke to St. Louis merchants for failing 
to utilize their paramount advantage for 
the control of a vast trade.

In view of the expected organization of 
the new barge line next week this outside 
hint of the possibilities of river trans- 
portation is valuable. It should enlarge 
the view of the barge line promoters.

PROFITABLE CONVICTS. 


The convict labor problem seems to 
have been solved in New York State by 
setting the convicts at work supplying 
‘the State institutions with such goods as 
thek need that can be manufactured in 
the prisons. It is said that in this way 
the State prisens have’ been made self- 
6usiaining, their annual cost being $500,- 
000 and the State institutions having put 
in requisitions for over $750,000 worth of 
supplies from this source since Jan. 1, 
when the system was put into opera- 
tion. 

This is a most satisfactory example of 
co-operation. In fact, it is a striking 
economic event. That convicts, mostly 
untrained and unskilled, should be able 
to show such an-enormous product and 
more than sustain themselves is won- 
@erful. It shows what men should be able 
to accomplish when highly organized and 
working with industry under good lead- 
ers. If convicts, working unwillingly and 
under so many drawbacks, can more than 
sustain themselves and their officers. 
free men, working under good organiza- 
tion and happier conditions should pro- 
duce comforts, if not luxuries, for all. 
Organization is the magte factor to pro. 
duce this result... It will abolisn waste 
and increase production to the highest 
point. 

Why not introduce the New York sys- 
tem into the Missouri State prison? The 
State institutions need equipment of all 
kinds—furniture, clothing, boots and 
shoes, tools, etc. The field for the labor 
of the convicts In this direction is prac- 
tically exhaustless.

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THE CLOUD IN AUSTRIA. 


A political prophet might weil see in 
the sudden demand made on Turkey by 
Austria more than a war cloud. He 
might look upon it as a dust cloud, 
Stirred up by the Government at Vienna 
to divert the factious elements of the 
composite country ruled over by the 
Hapsburag family from quarrels that 
might otherwise disrupt the Empire.

It makes great heat without smoke or 
soot. The sale of coke is expected prac- 
tically to defray all expenses of the plant, 
leaving the sale of gas as a clear profit. 

What can be done in Boston can be 
done elsewhere. In the West there 1s a 
fine market for coke, as the high price 
of anthracite brings it in competition 
only with soft coal. All the coke output 
of gas plants can be sold at a good price. 
With new processes and the sale of by- 
products there is no doubt that 50 cents 
is an ample price for gas.

Kate Cleary’s Western Romance—Dined Well With Her Own Executioner—Erckmann- 
Chartrian’s Witch Story—Stevenson’s Posthumous Novel—Notes. 


N examination of Mrs. Kate M. 
A Cleary’s novel, “Like @ Gallant 
Lady,”’ fully bears out the favor- 
able opinions formed in advance by those 
who know of her clever work for the Chi- 
cago Tribune.

in jail. This morning a confession was se- 
cured from Desilva by Chief Kiely. Desilva 
had been employed with Dahler for two 
years, assisting him with his dairy. Last 
Sunday morning he was discharged. De- 
silva left the city Monday, but returned 
yesterday and set the barn on fire. 

The Dahler herd was one of the largest 
and finest in the State, and the loss is in- 
estimable. Lynching has been freely talked

Whatever may be 
the real state of affairs, Princeton will not 
enter the game endowed with any too great 
amount of confidence, but every man will 
play as if his life depended upon hs every 
movement. 

Yale may noi be beaten, but past history 
is amply to the effect that if she is beaten 
at all this will be the only Way to accom- 
Pilish it. 

The personnel of the team that will line 
up against Yale was decided about the time 
of the Lafayette game, and no changes have 
ev far been made in that list. During 
past week every attention has heen pui uy 
team play. and the development of 
“epleven-men-in-every-play idea,”’ which the 
orange and biack found to he so effective 
Jast year. Princeton makes no effort what- 
ever to develop sir individual players who 
can compensate for a weakness in some 
other part of the team. 

Of course most of the recent attention has 
been pul upon the ends back formation, That 
is a play developed by Princeton, and she 
does not propose to abandon it until the 
play is contrabanded by ‘the rules of the 
frame.

The prisoner sat through- 
out the proceedings, calm and quiet as he 
has been ever since his capture, with the 
game half sneering, inscrutable smile on 
his sallow features. 

At one stage of the proceedings Dr. Walt 
essayed to entrap him into telling the 
mames of his companions and almost suc- 
ceeded. 

The Coroner instructed Dr. Lloyd to ap- 
proach Sheldon wth note book and paper 
and ask him in a whisper his name and ad- 
dress and that of his companions in the 
robbery. Dr. Lioyd carried out the instruc- 
tions with a brusque, business-like air, 
which for a moment threw Sheldon off his 
guard.

Chief Desmond had Sher:don brought be- 
fore him, but Johnson could not identify 
him. He will remain here a week or 80, 
however, at Chief Desmond’s request, as 
the Chief hopes he will be able to ap- 
prehend Sheldon’s companions within a 
short time. 


SFEKING PROOF OF DEATH. 


Mrs. Darmo Wants to Know Her First 
Husband’s Fate. 


Mrs. J. B. Darmo, a pretty young South 
St. Louls matron, spent most of Friday at- 
ternoon looking over the records of sudden 
deaths in the Coroner’s office. 

Mrs. Darmo. who lives in a flat next to 
a grocery store at Twelfth and Sidney 
streets, was in receipt of a letter from Mrs. 
Constance Wright, mother cf her first hus- 


bend, asking her to inquire for particulars 
of the cudden death of Thomas J. Wright. 

“In 1885, when I was 16 years 014,” -al 
Mrs. Darmo, “I was married to Thomae J. 
Wright. He was then boarding with my 
mother, who lived on South Eighteenth 
street. He told me he was 26 yeare old, but 
he was apparently 40. 

“He did not work, but received regular re- 
mittances from his parents, wealthy To- 
ronto people. 

‘The money was coming too easy for, him 
and he spent a good deal for liquor Finally 
1 could stand it no longer, and T left nim. 

“T got a divorce and afterwards married 
Mr. Darmo. I had not heard of Mr. Wright 
until yesterday, when I received a letter 
from his mother, in Toronto. She always 
thought well of me and I like her. 

“Mrs. Wright told me she had received by 
mail an anonymous letter, containin a 
newspaper clipping. This clipping told of the 
death of my first husband, Mr. Wright. 

‘Tt contained his p‘cture, which was a 
faithful likeness. and said he had died while 
hee in a chair in a rooming-house near 
Broadway and Wash street. 

“The clipping also mentioned Mr. Wright's 
wealthy parents. 

“In the letter Mrs. Wright asked me to 
verify the statement.”’ 

There was no such-name as Thomas J. 
Wright on the Coroner’s records. No record 
of such a death could be found. Dr. Lloyd, 
Deputy Coroner, spent the afternoon with 
Mrs. Darmo in perusing the books and re- 
ports, but nothing. concerning her former 
husband was found. 

Late in the afternoon Mrs. Darmo called 
at ‘he mortuary office, but Dr. Karges was 
unable to find any trace of the death of 
Thomas J. Wright.

Barkeeper Connolly Broke the 
Porter’s Skull. 


August Studebaker, porter at the Ohio 
saloon, Seventh and Market streets, was 
found at noon Saturday unconscious in the 
cellar of Connolly’s saloon, 18 South Sixth 
street. His head and face were covered with 
blood and he was so badly injured he may 
die. 

The police were notified and the injured 
man taken to the dispensary, where his skull 
was found to be badly fractured. He was 
forwarded to the City Hospital. 

Detective Keely arrested Tom Connolly, 
the bartender, in the saloon above where 
Studebaker was found, on suspicion of 
knowing something about the affair. Con- 
nolly at first denied all knowledge of it, 
but later admitted to Keely that he was 
responsible for the man’s injuries. 

He said that about 10 o’clock Studebaker 
came into the saloon while he was sweep- 
ing the floor. He was drunk and kept 
getting in his way. 

Connolly said that after ordering him out 
several times, he struck him in the face 
with his fist. According to his story the 
blow knocked Studebaker backward and he 
struck his head against the edge of a whisky 
barrel that was standing against the wall. 

He said that Studebaker did not appear to 
be injured at.the time and walked out of 
the door. The next he heard of him was 
when informed that he was unconscious in 
the cellar. 

It is thought that after being struck, 
Studebaker became sick and wandered into 
the cellar to lie down.

GRAND-JURY WILL INVESTIGATE 
A HOSPITAL GUARD’S RE-

JOHN O'CONNOR IS AT LARGE. 


He Killed Stanton Shick and Broke 
Henry Dockery’s Skull in the 
City Hospital. 


The murderous assault by John O’Connor 
upon Stanton Shick and Henry Dockery at 
the City Hospital last spring, which result- 
ed in the death of Shick, Is to be investi- 
gated by the Grand-jury. 

The case may be taken up Monday. 

James Whalen, a hosp:tal attendant, will 
be investigated on the charge of criminal 
negligence. 

O’Connor, Shick and Dockery were pa- 
tients in the insane ward at the hospital 
pending transportation to the asylum for 
the ineane. April 13 last Dr. Sutter, Su- 
perintendent of the hospital, ordered the 
windows of the !nsane wards washed. A 
hammer was used to remove the iron bars. 
At noon, while several of the guards were 


at luncheon, O’Connor, by means of a 
broom, got the hammer, which was on a 
window sill. 

O’Connor brought the hammer down on 
Shick’s head. Shick fell with a broken 
skull, 

Henry Dockery rushed forward as if to 
seize the hammer. 

O’Connor struck Dockery on the head 
with the hammer and knocked him down. 
The hospital guards overpowered O’Connor. 

Shick lingered until April 30, when he 
died at the hospital as a result of his 


are. 
ockery survived and was sent to the 
asylum. 

O’Connor was also sent to the asylum, 
but escaped June 16, and has since been 
a fugitive. He was a trusty at the asylum 
and escaped while carrying garbage to the 
rear of the premises. 

Soon after the death of Shick a warrant 
charging murder was issued against O’Con. 
nor. He was generally believed to be in- 
sane, but Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Johnson held that a warrant should be 
issued. 

At the inquest on Shick the jury returned 
a verdict criticizing the hospital guards for 
leaving the hammer where an insane pa- 
tient could reach it. 

It is said that the responsibility for the 
yresence of the hammer rests upon Guard 
ames Whalen, and that feature will be the 


subject of special inquiry by the Grand- 


In accordance with instructions issued by 
Judge Zachritz several weeks ago, the 
Grand-jury will investigate all homicides, 
not previously investigated. 

Most prominent on this lHst comes the 
Hauptmann mystery, which was called to 
the attention of the Grand-jur by the 
Post-Dispatch. The jury will ondunver to 
determine whether Mrs. Peter Hauptmann 
was murdered by her son, William, or her 
daughter, Louisa. 

The Cornwall fraticide will also be inves- 
tigated, as was announced in the Post-Dis- 
patch several weeks ago. 

Arthur Lambert, age 15, accused of push- 
ing Eddie Hennig, aged 12, into the river, 
was acquitted on preliminary examination 
in Judge Murphy’s court, but that doesn’t

Two plants in New York, three in Chicago 
and one each in Bosion, Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia and Milwaukee will be closed and 
the entire output of the combine will be 


manufactured at the fedringhaus plants 


in St. Louls and Granite City, according to | ° 


the information from New York, 

FP. G. Niedringhaus, president of the Bt. 

uls peampens Company, is now in the. 

Jast. It is said he will be made president 
of the new company and that the Niedring- 

aus brothers will retain their real estate 
oer ie and the patents covering the goods 
made in 8t. Louis and Granite City. 

The Niedringhaus plant is the largest of 
fts kind in the world. It represents the In- 
vesitment of $3,000,000 oapital and gives em- 
ployment to 2,000 men. The merging of all 
* of the companies into one would greatly in- 
crease the importance of the local plants. 
Hy will necessitate the employment of nearly 

,000 men. 

Several weeks ago a party of Bastern cap- 
italists visited the Niedringhaus works and 
were astounded at their magnitude. It was 
rumored at the time that the Easterners 
were going to A the Niedringhaus prop- 
erty outright. This idea was abandone and 
negotiations entered into for the forming 
of the big combine. ; 

The sole purpose of F. G. Niedringhaus 
Eastern vistt je said to have been to confer 
with the other big operators and come to 
@n agreement on the terms of the combine.. 

According to the statement given out the 
offices of the combine will be in New York 
where President G. Niedringhaus will 
anake his headquarters. 

The local representatives of the firm will 
meither confirm nor deny the story from 
New York. 

William F. Niedinghaus said: “I can only 
say that our plants have not been sold, and 
are not for sale, My brother is in the East 
on business. We have received no informa- 
tion from him that a combine of any kind 
has been formed. The infomation sent out 
from New York may have some basis of 
truth and it may be guese work. My brother 
will return in about three weeks. He may 
bring some Information with him.” 

The commercial agencies have been watch- 
ing the movements of F. G. Niedringhaus 
for several weeks. They say they have no 
information as to a combine, 

The firm of Niedringhaus & Bro. went 
into business on a small scale in 1858, at 
Tenth and Franklin avenue. In 1864 the 8t. 
Louls Stamping Co. was insorporated. In 
1871 the plant was moved to its present lo- 
cation at Second and Cass avenue. 

The Granite City (111.) plant has been in 
eperation three years.

But it was a good-natured audience and 
when Mr. Bryan, by the aid of Capt, O’Mal- 
ley, fought his way into the building at 8 
o’clock he confronted a crowd that rose to 
its feet and cheered lustily for two min- 
utes. 

The speaker was introduced by Joseph W. 
Folk, vice-president of the Jefferson Club. 
Mr. Bryan was in splendid voice and spoke 
easily and well, the audience listening with 
marked and eager attention.

Wheeler, the giant cvlored sergeant-at- 
arms, was ordered by the Speaker to quiet 
Burke, but members intervened and 
Wheelers services were not needed. 

Business was resumed, but during the 
reading of a bil) Burke insisted on talking 
in such a loud voice to those around him 
that Bersch, who thinks he ts the spevsial 
guardian of the “Solid Seventeen,”” made 
a characteristic epeech, concluding with a 
demand that Burke be removed from the 
floor of the House. 

Burke jumped to his feet and seconded 
the motion and then he turned on Bersch, 
who s.ts just across the aisle from him, and 
told him that he would enjoy nothing better 
than being put off the floor by such “a 
thing’ as him. 

The Speaker declared the motion out of 
order. Burke vehemently demanded that it 
* voted on, but no attention wag paid to 

m. 
Burke walked over and took a chair be- 
side Bersch, and though they spoke in under 
tones, it was plain that Burke was de- 
manding an apology and threatening Bersch 
if he did not comply. 

Bersch was obst:nate. Suddenly the two 
men jumped from their seats and grappled 
with each other. Burke tis the larger, but he 
was not in condition to fight, and the com- 
batants jerked and hauled each other about 
the floor for a minute or more before the 
Sergeant-at-Arms and members could get 
them apart. 

The Speaker told Wheeler to put Burke 
out of the chamber, and the big negro went 
at hig task. Burke fought like a tiger, and 
when he and Wheeler were pulling and tug- 
g&ng at each other Mrs. Burke dashed into 
the rescue, striking at Wheeler and shriek- 
ing that she would not stand by and see 
we ‘murdered by the brutal] ma- 
or y.”" 

The chamber was in an uproar. Burke 
and his wife fought Wheeler. The Ser- 
geant-at-Arms told her he was not going 
to hurt her husband, but above the din and 
uproar could be heard the cries of Mrs. 
Burke: ‘Don’t k!ll my husband! They are 
murdering my John!’ 

Assisted by several delegates Wheeler fin- 
ally got Burke out of the Chamber and into 
the Secretary’s office. In the meantime the 
speaker had of his own motion declared the 
House adjourned. Burke was full of fight 
and insisted on returning to the Chamber, 
but was not permitted to do so.
